Havana, March 80.— General Her- 
nandez Velasco left Sun Cristobal audrr 
secret orders at noon last Saturday with 
the Castillo Reina battalion and two 
field pieces, and pitched his camp amid 
the Brujito hills. The insurgent* at- 
tacked the regulars from the veiy-ont of 
the advance. Sunday the Spanish col- 
umn marched upon Perico Pozeo, where 
General Ruis Rivera awaited them in a 
strongly entrenched position. 

Rivera opened fire immediately on 
seeing the head of the column. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Jose Roco advanced with 
the extreme vanguard, Major Sanchez 
Bernal leading another division under 
the protection of the artillery which 
shelled the trenches held by Rivera, 
who was already wonnded in the thigh. 

One company ot the Reina cavalry 
galloped forward, capturing the trenches 
und seizing as prisoners five men who 
lay severely mutilated by the shells. 
Colonel Bacullao. on learning that Ri- 
vera had been wounded, hurried to the 
trenches aim begged the soldiers not to 
kill him. Rivera and Colonel Bacallao 
were taken into the presence of General 
Velasco, who shook hands with 



An engagement was In progress and Mr. 
Crosby received a bullet in the forehead. 
Death was instantaneous. His clothing, 
watch and money are now in possession 
of General Gomez, who gave the bodv 
an honorable burial. 

Private advices received here say that 
an important engagement has take n 
place at Macagua, province of Santa 
Clara, between the Spanish forces un- 
der General Ruiz and the insurgents 
under General Maximo Gomez. The 
insurgents left 80 men killed on the 
field.

To lie Sent by the President to Investigate 
ltulz's Death. 

New Yokk, March 80. — A dispatch to 
The Herald from Washington says: 
President McKinley has definitely de- 
cided to send a special commissioner to 
Cuba. The president has in view a 
close personal friend and u man of con- 
siderable legal ability, in whose judg- 
ment Mr. McKinley has the greatest 
confidence. The object of the special 
commission >r's visit to Cuba will be to 
take i>art in the intended investigation 
of the alleged murder of Dr. Ruiz, an 
American citizen. Consul General Lee 
has absolutely refused to join in this 
investigation on the ground that he is 
Convinced the Spanish government will 
not conduct a fair inqniry and that the 
decision of the commission will be a 
'•whitewash'' for all officials connected 
with Ruiz's death. 



and introduced him to the officers of his 
staff, giving instructions that the first 
thing to be done was to give him sur 
gicai relief. 

Lieutenant Terry and Colonel Bacallao 
were also wounded in a fight at the 
same place on the45th. 

The Gastilla battalion secured import- 
ant documents as well as the arms and 
money of General Ruis Rivera. The 
money consisted mostly of American 
gold coin. A number of splended 
watches were left with General Velasco. 
The villagers of San Cristobal, who 
went out to receive the small column of 
Spanish troops, enthusiastically cheered 
the victors. 

General Ruis Rivera, who remains 
quietly in prison, eulogizes the escort of 
Spanish soldiers. He said the troops 
treated him with the greatest consider- 
ation. He also said the families of the 
insurgents now in the camp of the Cu- 
bans were in a critical situation. They 
are suffering greatly from hunger and 
are compelled to go out in search of 
vegetables whenever it is possible to 
avoid the Spanish troops. The insur- 
gents are well supplied with meat, but 
havo no spices. 

General Rivera would say nothing 
concerning the war or Cupan political 
matters. When asked his name by Gen- 
eral Velasco, Rivera replied, and made 
the following request: "Give me the 
honors of war, and stretch out to me 
your hand." 

Rivera afterward conversed with 
some of the chief officers, and offered 
them tips for services rendered. 

Velasco, noticing this, said soldiers 
need not money, but honor. 

General Velasco continued military 
operations in the vicinity of Cnbedazas, 
dispatching two companies to San Cris 
tobal. 

One of the shells exploded in the in- 
surgent camp, wounding many mem 
bers of Rivera's staff. Rivera himself 
received a Mausser ball, which caused 
three serious wounds in the thigh. The 
moment the Spanish infantry entered 
the trenches Colonel Bacallao raised 
General Rivera on his shoulders as if to 
carry him off. After his capture Gen 
era! Rivera, speaking of the Spanish 
soldiery, said : 

"They have treated me very caref al- 
ly." He complained much of the pain 
in his wounds. 

Captain General Weyler received the 
news of Rivera's capture at Cienfu- 
goea, where the intelligence was loudly 
cheered. The captain general is de- 
scribed as satisfied with the result and 
has received cablegrams of congratula- 
tions from the Spanish minister of war 
and the Spanish premier, who congrat- 
ulated him in the name of the queen 
of Spain. 

Velasco will be honored with a title. 
Lieutenant Henry Terry died from his 
wound. He was a naturalized Ameri- 
can. 

CORRESPONDENT CROSBY 
Reported Killed on a Battlefield' at \i 
royo Hlaneo. 

Havana, March 30.— According to 
private information received here from 
Santa Clara, Mr. O. E. Crosby, corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record, was 
present at an engagement which took 
place recently at Arroyo Blanco, in the 
Saucti Spiritus district of the province 
of Santa Clara, between a Spanish 
force under Colonel Arjona and a body 
ol insurgents commanded by General 
Maximo Gomez. Mr. Crosby was in 
the camp of the insurgents, from which 
place he was watching the fight through 
tield glasses, when he was killed by a 
itray bullet fired from the Spanish

Nothing seems to be known of Mr. 
Crosby's death in official circles. 

The correspondent of The Associated 
Press says that Mr. 0. E. Crosby, the 
correspondent of The Chicago Record, 
reached Havana on January 80. He 
took the field on February 10, going 
through Camajuayni Villas. On the Oth 
of March he reached the camp of Gen- 
eral Gomez and the same day was killed 
at Juan Criollo. near Arroya Blanco.

Far of the Tariff I>e- 
Scnate Proceedings. 

Washington, March 80. — Yesterday 
was by far the most exciting day the 
house has witnessed since the tariff de- 
bate began. The proceedings through- 
out were of a lively order and several 
times bordered on the sensational. The 
Democrats blocked proceedings in the 
first instance by demanding the presence 
of a quorum before allowing any legis- 
lative work. 

An amendment was adopted placing 
a duty of $1 a ton on bauxide, not n 
fined, the Republicans stating that 
Georgia and Alabama demanded protec- 
tion for it. 

There was a sensational scene in the 
afternoon when Mr. Johnson of Indiana 
protested against taking the time of the 
house in irrelevant discussion. He was 
ordered to take his seat and refused 
but finally did so as the chairman of the 
committee of the whole, Mr. Sherman, 
was about to summon the speaker. A 
second time he rose and the speaker 
was actually called in to subdue Mr. 

Johnson. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, March 80. — Before turn 
ing to the arbitration treaty tho senate 
yesterday gave an hour to routine busi- 
ness in open session. Resolutions were 
agreed to by Mr. Pettigrew of South 
Dakota asking the secretary of the in 
terior for information relative to Presi 
dent Cleveland's sweeping order esfab 
lishiug forest reserves and by Mr. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire calling on the 
civil service commission for the reason 
why certain classes of workmen were 
subjected to competitive examination 
contrary to the law exempting laborers 
from the classified service. 

The first phase of the tariff iu the 
senate made its appearance iu a Benate 
resolution by Mr. Allen of Nebraska, 
declaring that tariff taxes on articles of 
daily consumption should not be laid so 
as to enrich one class at the expense of 
the masses. It went over. Mr. Hoar 
from the iudiciary committee reported 
favorably the bill to prevent kinetoscope 
exhibitions of prize fights iu the District 
of Columbia and the territories and to 
prohibit the shipping of material for the 
exhibition. Mr. Morgan of Alabama 
submitted a minority report on the bill 
for a commission to settle the Central 
Pacific railroad indebtedness to the gov 
ernmeut. The bill was passed for the 
settlement of an account between Ar- 
kansas and the United States. It in- 
volves a payment by the state of a bal- 
ance of $160,000. The rest of the day, 
up to 8 :11 p. in., was spent in executive 
session. 

Toor Outlook for Wheat. 
Hagerstown, Ind., March 80.— The 
prospect for wheat in this county is ex- 
tremely poor. The alternate freezing 
and thawing has damaged the young 
sprouts. The process of freezing and 
thawing causes the roots of the wheat 
to draw from the earth, thus exposing 
them to tho killing frost. In many 
fields no trace of wheat can be seen, 
and there is not an excellent field iu the 
neighborhood. A large acreage will be 
broken up and planted in corn. 

Fire at Princeton. 

Princeton, Ind.. March 80.— An early 
fire caused considerable loss, the follow- 
ing merchants suffering : J. H. Boron, 
dry goods, loss on stock and building, 
$7,000 ; insurance, $3,000. Floyd Man- 
grura, building nud groceries, loss, 
$2,000, with $1,500 insurance. John 
Shuel, meat market, loss $500. with 
$8,000 insurance. Al Boreu's residence 
also burned, causing $1,260 loss, with 
$800 insurance. The cause of the fire is 
attributed to inceudia.isiu.

Lonoon, March 80.— A long official 
dispatch from the British admiral in 
Cretan waters to the government con 
eludes with saying : 

"Colonel Vassos (the commander of 
tho Greek army of occupation in Crete, 
has practically declared war against thi 
powers." 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Larissa says that the schoolboys then 
are being armed with rifles, uiyouets 
and ammnuitiou.

The Daily Chronicle's Athens' corre- 
spondent, Mr. Henry Homan. says that 
he lias it from a reliable source tiiat Em- 
peror William has ortered to the suit;. n 
the services of Geuenil Von Goltz, ano 
of other German officers if the Turkish 
government desires to avail itself ol 
tliem in the difficulty with Greece. 

The Times correspondent ut Rome 
says that the view entertained in Italian 
oincial circles as to the outcome of tne 
Greco-Cretan uffa.r is pessimistic in tin 
extreme. Little, if uny, hope is ex- 
pressed that a conflict between tin 
Greeks and Turks can be' averted by tin 

powers. 

The Times publishes today a dispatch 
from its special correspondent at .Laris- 
sa, the headquarters of the Greeit army 
in Thessaly, which says that l0 t O00 
Greeks have been stationed at the ea-t 
end of the frontier with their base ut 
Rap—nii on hillsides north of the Vide 
of i'empe. b rom this point they arc 
watching the 'lurkish positions from 
Plulamona to Eiassona. The Yale of 
Tempo itself is not fortified, as the 
GreeK line is drawn from 10 to 20 miles 
further north. 

Indeed, the Greek force lias no forti- 
fied lines in Thessaly. The GfMttl 
seem to consider themselves only in the 
light of an invading force, and not as a 
force occupying a territory likely to be 
invaded. As a result of this they could 
not stop a victorious annv anywhere 
north ot Thermopylae. Tney ore reiy- 
ing far too little upon matenul defenses. 

The Turks hold the coast road with a 
strong foree from their base at Katcr- 
in. i. The Greek commissariat corjis is 
slender, though the Greek officers liave 
ull ulong insisted that the Turks them- 
selves are miserably supplied in tins par- 
ticular, and that there is much insubor- 
dination in the Turkish ranks. B.it it 
is very rare indeed to find anyone tak- 
ing a reasonable view of the real 
strength of the Turks or of the charac- 
ter of the coming struggle. 

Conatantlu's Arrival. 

Larissa, Murch 80. — Crown Priuc 
Constuutiu, commander-in-chief of tlu 
Greek army in Thessaly, his wife, the 
Princess Sophia, Prince Nicholas of 
Greece and tne Princess Marie of Greece 
arrived here today. The whole garrison 
was under arms to receive the crown 
priuco and his party. Tne streets were 
thronged with people and gaily deco- 
rated with flags, the winnows were 
filled with spectators and many ladies 
threw flowers in the path of tne pnu 
cesses. 

The crown prince was welcomed by 
tho superior military and civil autlion 
ties, and, later. Prince Constaiitin. 
amid the enthusiastic acclamation oi 
the crowds present, reviewed the troops 
which were drawn up at the niilio.u 
station, while the princesses proem . , 
to the cathedral, where a le L>cum WHS 
sung.

New York, March 80.— Two hun- 
dred Creeks are prepared to sail from 
New York for home next Saturday tu 
enlist in King George's army.

CRAWKor.D.svu.LE, Ind., March 80. — 
Workiiigtuen of Crawfordsville have 
formed a uuiou which has for its object 
the furtherance of ends far different 
from those usually sought by nuious. It 
proposes to act as a sort of employment 
bureau, to secure work for those dl -sir- 
ing it, to dispense chanty to tho worthy 
unfortunates and to school its members 
in good citizenship and an understand- 
ing of the laws of the laud. A hall lias 
been routed by the new order, and 
weekly meetings are held. At each 
meeting an address ou some live ques- 
tion is delivered by some prominent cit- 
izen. The officers of the union Btate 
that it will be divorced entirely from 
politics, either local or general.

— Tl e flood situa- 
tion in the vicinity of Greenville, Miss.. 

is alarming. Th i rap rted break at 
Wayside, nine miles south of that city, 
is fully confirmed, and the latest report 
are to the effect that the water is pour- 
ing through a crevasse, /itx) yards in 
width, with tremendous fcr,:e. But the 
most startling news reached Memphis 
at ft o'clock last evening. A telegram 
from Perthshire, 48 miles north ol 
Greenville and immediately at the head 
of the fertile Yazoo delta, states that a 
break has occurred in the main levee 
there. Just how serious this break is 
the telegram does not st.Ue, but special 
trains loaded with laborers and sucks oi 
sand have been hurriedly dispatched tc 
the scene. 

If the break at Perthshire assumes 
anything like the proportions of the 
crevasse at Wayside, the destruction 
will be enormous. The waters will 
■Weep over tho rich farm lands of Boli- 
var. Washington, Sharkey, Issaqueena, 
Warren, Yazoo and Sunflower counties 
iu Mississippi, and the loss to stock and 
property wid be appalling. Ten thou- 
sand men line the levees between Mem- 
phis and Vicksburg watching the work- 
ing with a desperation almost pitiable. 
The warning sent out by the weather 
bureau from Washington is having it? 
effect Many of the inhabitants of tin 
Delta have corralled their animals on 
high strips of laud and moved their 
families oat of danger'! reach. 

The situation at Memphis is about the 
same as on yestcrduv. The river con- 
tinues to fall slowly, the guage register- 
ing 86, I feet. A dispatch from Gunni- 
son, Miss., savs that a break in the levee 
is momentarily expected at Suunyside, 
but it is thought this catastrophe can be 
averted if 100 men and material could 
be had at once. Ac-ordingly, 100 white 
men were dispatched on a special train 
from this city to the scene. 

The negroes at Camp Congo were of- 
fered $1 per day and ull expenses to lend 
a helping hand, but with one exception, 
the oltYr was refused. There is much 
indignation among the citizens at this 
action of the negro refugees. 

Six Miles Wide at Quincy. 

QUIVCr, Ills., March 80.— The Missis- 
sippi river has fallen almost one inch ii 
24 honrs and the levees are entirely saf 
unless more rain falls on the upper Mis- 
sissippi and floods come suddenly. A 
large force has been working night and 
day on the levees for 90 hours until tin 
danger point is believed to be past. Tin 
bottom hinds on the Missouri side art 
flooded, and the river just above thil 
city is six miles wide. A few famine 
have been driven out but the actual 
damage is slight. Qnincy itself is 61 
feet above high water mark. 

Crevasse at Lake Lee. 

Jackson, Miss., March 30. — The break 
in the Mississippi levee at Lake Lee in 
volves five of the penitentiary farms and 
all of them may be affected to a great ei 
or lesser degree. They are the Tulauey 
farm, three miles from Mayersville, on 
the bank of the river; Watson place, 
two miles from Graeey, 'on the river 
Dabney place, owned by Mrs. G. Mc- 
Lauriu, near Rolling Fork, Sandy 
bayou; Dr. Hall's place, a mile from 
Anguilla, Sharkey county. 

murder"at LAWRENCEBURG. 

Joseph Knyske Stabbetl to Death by Ste- 
phen Itoyce In a Quarrel. 

Lawuknceiu'ko, Ind., March 80.— 
Late Sunday night J< seph Enyske was 
stabbed to death on the Guilford pike, 
near the railway junction, Up/ Stephen 
Royce, a huge butcher knife being 
thrust through his body from the back 
until the point pretruded through hip 
breastbone. There were no witnesses 
to the crime, but the arrest of Royce 
immediately followed, and he was hur- 
ried away to juil to avoid possible vio- 
lence at the hands of Enyske's friends. 
Both men had been dissipating, and 
there was a quarrel between them early 
in the evening, although they separated 
without bloodshed. 

It is presumed that they again met 
near Royce's home, and that he used a 
butcher knife secured from his own 
table. Enyske was a stationary en- 
gineer, and he leaves a wife and several 
children. Royce was employed in the 
Lawreuceburg saw works, and is also a 
man of family. The murderer claims 
that Enyske followed him to his home 
and dared him to come out, and that he 
used the knife iu self-defense. The body 
of the victim was found lying in tin. 
roadway, however, 800 yards away from 
Royce's home.

CRAZY PEOPLE ARE FREED. 
Seventeen limine 1'atlents Liberated at 
Cleveland. 

Cleveland, March 80.— Today Sher- 
iff McCounell, by onler of Probate 
Judge White, will set at largo in the 
city of Cleveland 17 persons who are in- 
curably insane. This action results 
from the complications consequent u]m>ii 
the opinion of Solicitor Kaiser that the 
county commissioners are responsible 
for the can> of incurable insane. The 
state asylums are intended for persons 
who are under treatment in hope of re- 
covery, and the Newbury asylum being 
over-crowded. 

Superintendent Elyman notified 
Judge White that 81 incurables must 
be removed to make room for 31 persons 
for treatment. The city infirmary could 
care for only nine of the unfortunates, 
and they were ordered removed to that 
institution. Of the remainder five were 
removed by friends. That left 17 to be 
disposed of. Saturday morning Judge 
White was compelled to issue orders to 
the sheriff to remove these 17 persons to 
their homes. How they will then be 
cared for no one seems to know.

It is further al- 
leged that some of the money is even 
now being paid to hi i. When Lewis 
disappeared he owed the Boston bank 
$10,688. 

Judge Heisterman of Urbana has or- 
dered an investigation.

Fell From a Mow. 

Mippletown, O., March 80.— Theo- 
dore Littlo was found in an alley in the 
rear of the jiost office in an unconscious 
state suffering from a frightful wound 
iu the buck of his head. He was re- 
moved to police headquarters and Dr. 
Murray made an examination, which 
disclosed a bad fracture of the skull, 
and pronounced the injuries fatal. Lit- 
tle went into a haymow in front of 
which he was found to get feed for

THE WHEAT CROP 



€»f the World For IS'Jfi the Smallest Kor 
Six Yearn. 

CHICAGO, Ma"ch 29.— The Times Herald 
Washington special says: "The worlds 
wheat crop for 18% is 2,428,o93,000 bush- 
els. This fact will be ofhcially announced 
by the Secretary of Agriculture in a re- 
port to be issued this week. This impor- 
tant report will also cover the quality and 
distribution of the corn, wheat and oats 
grown in the United States during the 
past year. 

"Although the total wheat crop is 118,- 
000,000 bushels less than in 185)5, it is 
larger than eailier estimates indicated. 
This is largely due to an increase of 59,- 
000,000 bushels in European Russia as 
shown in the final estimates of the Cen- 
tral Statistical Bureau over the Novem- 
ber estimate of the Minister of Agricul- 
ture of that country." 

The crop for 189»i was the smallest for 
six y«»nrs. The figures given by the Ag- 
ricultural Department in these tables are 
official wherever available. RegarJing 
the Ji8trihution of the wheat crop of the 
United States for 1890, the report will 
state: 

"The increase in price, which began in 
the fall of 189ii 60 stimulated sales thnt 
many parts of the country are now left 
with only sufficient for seed. All sections 
report an exceptionally small precentaee 
on hand, the general average being 20.0, 
against 2(1.3 last year, and showing but 
88,000,000 bushels in farmers' hands 
March 1. Unusually little of the crop of 
1895 remains— but 3 per cent, against 4.7 
of the 1894 crop so held a year ago. 

A larger proportion than usual must be 
retained for home consumption. The 
average percentage so retained is 48.3, 
against 41.5 last year, when the induce- 
ments to export were weaker.

The Promise of Patronage the 
Only Argument Used by the 
Hunterites. 



The Hottest "Roast" of 'En All For the 
Straight Republicans and "Sound 



Frankfort. Ky„ March 28.— The fol- 
lowing interview was given out to-night 
by a prominent Republican who is op- 
posing the election of Dr. Hunter to the 
Senate. It is understood to refl"Ct the 
views entertained by the anti-Hunter 
Republicans all over the State, and while 
it may be couched in rather strong terms, 
the man who gave it out said that 
strong words are needed for the occasion. 
He said: 

" The six gentlemen who are refusing to bow 
down and worship Mark Manila's golden calf arc 
all men of high character and unsullied integ- 
rity. The Hunterites denounce tbem as bolters 
and traitors behind their backs, but no one baa 
been found sufficiently bold to do this to their 
face. The 'sound money' Democrats who at- 
tended the Chicago convention and refused to 
vote for Bryan because be was in favor of free 
silver, were canonized as saints by Republican 
orators throughout the country. They were 
lauded to the skies, because they were unwill- 
ing to sacrifice a principle. The six gentlemen 
referred to slaud lu the same position. They re- 
disc to vote for Hunter because be has pledged 
himself in writing to vote for free silver. They, 
too, are staudlng for a priaciple, not only so, 
tbey know that of all the shameful methods that 
they have ever been employed iu this State, 
have been employed by Hunter. No argu- 
ment has ever been made except the offer of pat- 
ronage. Offices have been promised with reck- 
less prodigality, sometimes the same office prom- 
ised to as mauy as three different persons. 

The scramble of the pie hunters has disgusted 
every man who loves his country or has any re- 
spect for common decency. No man has pointed 
to a single qualification of Hunter, except as a 
distributor of pie. No argument is made on ac- 
count of his ability as a statesman, orator or 
business man. Pie, pie, pie is heard on every 
side and in the greed for office all else baa been 
thrust aside. Republicans who admired the 
patriotism of Democrats last fall seem never to 
think of patriotism now. The six noble men 
who have stood like a stone wall between the 
election of Hunter and the prluciplesof their 
party are entitled to the highest commendation. 
Whatever may be the result they will go down In 
history as patriots, who bad principles and who 
would not yield to the siren voice ol the pro- 
fessional pie monger. Strange to say. the ouly 
Democrats who favor Huuter are found In the 
"sound money" camp. It was all wrong to elect 
a free silver Democrat, but it is all right to elect 
a free sliver Republican. Tney ssy tbey can not 
risk the election of a Governor, fearing the free 
silver i>eople may win. The Governor amounts 
to but little so far as the great Issues involved are 
concerned. The present Governor and his pre- 
decessor have found themselves ham strung by 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners. A Democratic 
Governor would be powerless except to offer re- 
wards, pass on accounts, Ac. It is vastly more 
Important to have a rellab'e "sound money" 
mini iu the Senate tban in the Governor's chair. 
Hut It is said a race can not now be had with 
safety. Whether the Governor resigns or not 
there will be a race this fall, a race for all the 
county offices, the Circuit Judge and Common- 
wealth's Attorney, memoers of the Senate and 
lower House and Clerk of tbe Court of Appeals. 
The latter Is a State office and a vote In that con- 
test will Indicate thegaiuor loss of party strength 
in Kentucky. There Is no way to avoid tbe 
issue. Come it will, come it must. 

Tbo prescut Governor of Kentucky, and he 
alone, could have carried tbe Republican party 
to victory in 1895. It is claimed that he should 
go to work for Hunter, and Is guilty of treason 
because he declines to do It. Should be adopt 
such a course he would be compelled In advance 
to sacrifice all self respect. Krom the time he 
came into office the Hunter machine has been 
used against him. Iu the first place, the sixty of- 
fices under control of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission were nearly all given away to elect Hun- 
ter at the last ses»lou, and when the time caine 
to elect these officers the Governor found him- 
self hampered lu every way. 

He has faithfully tried to give the state an 
honest administration. Warden Happy was re- 
tained in office notwithstanding his uutltueis for 
the place. He has beeu slandered in every con- 
ceivable way. spies have beeu set ou his office, 
the presence of every man noted, and bis inten- 
tion and purpose speculated upon. Dr. Hunter's 
crowd nave kept the mails, telegraph and news 
papers hot with the statements that Hunter was 
to control the patronage and Bradley to be treated 
with contempt. Last tall, notwithstanding the 
Governor went iuto Uuuter's district andipoke 
and begged the Republicans to support him, he 
received no word of thanks from Hunter, but In- 
stead it was said he knew Hunter was going to 
be elected and wanted to claim tbe credit of vic- 
tory. How could he now go out and make 
another tight to elect Huuter? His course has 
been dignified and manly. He is not a hypocrite, 
but a bold, frauk, outspoken man wbo hates 
double dealing. He believes that the election of 
Dr. Hunter will destroy tbe Republican party In 
Kentucky. He does not regard him as reliable 
on the money question. He Is remaining In bis 
office quietly watching the fight the few spare 
momenta he has from office labor. 

Tbe six men who oppose Hunter are charged 
to bo controlled by tbe Governor. There Is not 
one word of truth In the statement. They can- 
not be controlled by any man. They are Inde- 
pendent, courageous men, wbo tbiuk for them- 
selves. Hunter and bis tools have written out 
for indignation meetings to be held. Little 
kuota of men have gathered here and there like 
the three tailor* of London, "resolved and re-re- 
solved, then died tbe same." Their meetings 
represent nothing and nobody. Tbey are in 
nearly every Instance composed of men wbo 
sought and failed to obtain positions from Gov- 
ernor Bradley, and who are rushing madly to 
the front in pursuit of pie. The great mass of 
tbe thoughtful, patriotic Republicans are op- 
posed to Hunter and bis methods.

RIGOS' STORY. 



Claims He Killed the Boyds in Self Defense 
Little Doubt, However, That He 
Waylaid Them. 

Constable Dawson returned from Fe- 
licity, O., yesterday afternoon, but did 
not bring with him Amos Riggs, murder 
«r of the Boyds. Risrgs had changed his 
mind since Saturday and refused to re 
turn to Kentucky without a requisition 
He was sent to jail at Batavia yesterday 
afternoon to await the action of the Ken- 
tucky authorities. 

An incident transpired just before 
Constable Dawson left Felicity, showing 
the character of Riggs. The officer asked 
Riggs if he had any message to send back 
to his family. "No," the prisoner replied 
fiercely, "and if I did I wouldn't send it 

by a little 'possum-eyed — — 

like you." # 

In arresting Riggs, Constable Utter, of 
Chilo, was assisted by special officers 
Labes, Frunders and Chapman. They 
came upon him when he wasn't looking 
for them and forced liim to surrender at 
the point of the pistol. 

Riggs admits the double killing, in jus- 
tification of which he made the following 
statement to Officer Labes : 

" Mandeville Boyd stole my eighteen- 
year-old daughter and took her to Mays- 
ville and induced one of my young sons 
to accompany them. They went to the 
courthouse in that city, where all three 
swore that the girl was twenty-one years 
of age, after which she and young Boyd 
were married. They then returned to 
his father's home. That was about three 
weeks ago, and a few days after the 
Boyds, both father and son, circulated a 
report throughout the neighborhood that 
I had been intimate with Mandeville's 
wife and her twenty-year-old sister. They 
also threatened to pick my heart out. 
They went to Maysville and bought two 
revolvers with which to kill me. These 
facts were all communicated to me by 
twelve of my neighbors, all of whom ad- 
vised me to arm myself. I had no weap 
ons, but, finally, acting upon their ad- 
vice, purchased a double-barrelled shot- 
gun and loaded it with buckshot. I 
then awaited developments. 

" In the meantime I noti6ed my land- 
lord of the impending trouble, and the 
latter told me to notify the Boyds, who 
were in the habit of crossing the farm 
upon which I lived, to cease the practice. 
This I did, but they defied me. On the 
fatal morning I saw them approaching, 
and when near my house they climbed a 
fence and started to cross the premises. 
I got my gun and confronted them, and, 
after some quarreling, they separated 
and approached me from different direc- 
tions. Mandeville made a motion to 
draw his pistol. 1 then took aim and 
tired one charge into his heart. I then 
wheeled and fired the other one at the 
elder Boyd, which also took effect in bis 
heart. Both fell dead. 

" I went back to the house, left the gun, 
changed my clothes and made my way to 
the house of my brother, near Felicity, 
where I was arrested." 

A representative of the Bulletin visited 
the Boyds home Monday. The family 
has moved since the killing and the 
widow and children, with her widowed 
daughter-in-law, are now living on a farm 
south of Mt. Carmel. 

Riggs' daughter reiterated the charge, 
that her father had attempted to ruin 
her, and Baid she escaped by locking her- 
self in her room. Her mother and older 
Bister were not at home at the time. She 
eiya after she locked the door her in- 
human father went out and was attempt- 
ing to enter the room through a window 
when her mother fortunately returned. 
She says her father had afterwards threat- 
ened to kill her, and she believes he 
would have done so. She s»id her family 
sent for her since the killing, and wanted 
her to come and live with them, but she 
8 aid she thought they would want her to 
get her father out of the trouble, and she 
had refused to return to them. 

The killing was done near a sink hole, 
as heretofore stated. A narrow foot- 
path led by this, and it was learned that 
wounds indicated

The mill was the property of parties 
living near Carlisle.

DIDN'T EXPECT DEATH. 



Jackson and Walling Tlnnidlit limiting 
Preparation* All a lHuir. 
Cincinnati, March 30.— Death Watch 
Murray, who was with Jackson and 
Walling daring their last hours on 
earth, and who accompanied thorn to 
the scaffold, made a startling statement 
Monday morning. Mr. Murray says 
that it is aw absolute foot tint neitln r 
Jackson nor Walling thought they were 
to be hvagi maintaining that belief even 

after the blackcap had been drawn over 
their heads. He says that they took the 
entire affair to be a bluff to secure from 
them a confession, toeing that they 
were not disposed to Rive one in any 
other manner. But a few hours before 
their execution Walling told Murray 
that they could not fool him with prep- 
arations for hanging, for he knew it to 
be only a method to extract from them 
u confession of the crime. Mr. Murray 
Kays that accounts for the brave manner 
in which the two men met deatlt, and 
for the boldness with which they greeted 
friends during the morning of the exe- 
cution. 

Mr. Murray gives as further evidence 
of the fact that they did not believe they 
were to hang, the fact that but three 
days before the fatal day Walling en- 
gaged Murray in conversation concern- 
ing his future life and plans. He de- 
sired Murray to enter partnership with 
him, savin* with all sincerity that 
"when he got out of jail he would make 
some money for both of them." Mur- 
ray is of the Arm belief that Jackson 
and Walling are guilty of the murder of 
Pearl Bryan, but intimates that a lot of 
public officials over the river know more . 
of the affair than appears on tho sur- 
face. 

Fatally Hurt In a Ituuaivay. 

Elkton, Ky., March 80. — A very pain- 
ful, if not a fatal accident occurred at i> 
o'clock Sunday evening near this city, 
which may cause the death of one of 
our leading citizens. Mr. J. H. Arni- 
t-trong. ex-shenff of Todd county, and 
a prominent capitalist, was leaving thi 
city for his home three miles north of 
town. Upon reaching the bridge one 

mile from town the nonee attached to 

tho buggy became frightened, discon- 

neoted tnemeelTei from the vehicle, and 

In the fall 
he sustained a number of injuries, and 
it is feared they may prove fatal, as the 
attending physicians arc* apprehensive.

bay have been in such haste to quit the 
stricken city that they have eagerly dis- 
posed of their wares at far below tho 
cnstor.iary market value. Ono English 
firm of importers of Indian pearls has 
accumulated a stock which, if placed 
suddenly on tho market, it is estimated, 
would seud down quotations fully 25 
per cent.

Defect* of Women'. Beauty. 

"Defecte of Women's Beauty" is the 
title of a book by Baron Rudolf von 
Larisch, in which the anthor agrees 
with Schopenhauer in his denunciation 
of those who find comeliness in the 
"undergrown, .small shouldered, big 
hipped and short legged sex." How 
much more grateful to the clear eye of 
art should be the noble proportions of 
the properly developed man, argues the 
baron. By numerous measurements be 
proves to his own satisfaction that, geo- 
metrically, the female form is a failure 
aud that the male form is a success. 
Women themselves have shown sine* 
the days of Eve in the garden, the baron 
says, that they appreciate their inferior- 
ity in this respect. They have concealed 
their limbs in flowing garments, reach- 
ing sometimes to the knee, sometimes 
to the ankles, sometimes to the feet, 
but always far enough to hide from man 
the defects in their proportions. They 
now not only conceal their proportions 
to a large extent, he says, but they al- 
ways seek to alter them, moving their 
waist up or down with stays, squeezing 
in their natural figures here and build- 
ing them out there, uud not scorning 
hoopskirts, bustles and crinoline in or 
dcr to make themselves look as little as 
possible as nature made them. 

Tho ballet girl would seem to con- 
found part of the baron's argument, but 
ho does not yield to this apparent defi- 
ance of his logic. He contends that 
woman dares to expose her defects in 
tights "only when she summons to her 
aid tho most effective means of benumb- 
ing the intellect of man. ' ' The baron 
seems to feel, however, that ho is in a 
losing fight, for he adds: "But most of 
the men of our times have ceased to 
perceive tho defects of female beauty.

The Eskimo's Kayak. 

Some queer craft arc described by 
Gustav Kobbo in St. Nicholas,- aud he 
says of the native Greenlander's boat: 

While the tropical and scniitropical 
sailor clings to his lateen rig, the ex- 
treme northern race, the Eskimo, clings 
perforce to hia kayak and paddle. The 
kayak suggests our racing shell, but 
without tho sliding seat, and so covered 
over that only a hole remains to admit 
the body. Even if the Eskimo of the 
extreme north wished to adopt a sail, 
he could not do so for lack of wood for 
the mast. The light frame of his kayak 
s made of bone skillfully thonged with 
U leather, and the skin of the seal is 
generally used for the covering. I have 
seen the Eskimos of Labrador in their 
kayaks, and it is wonderful with what 
a quick, nervous quiver these light craft 
respond to tho slightest touch of the 
paddle. Within easy reach are the har- 
poons, guns and bladder floats of these 
daring sea hunters, who, in their frail 
coking kayaks, with icebergs towering 
almost in their course, and the white 
glare of the ice "loom" in the offing, 
bravo dangers compared with which 
those encountered by the navigators of 
the flying proas, dahabeahs and mn- 
letas are trifling. The Eskimos furnish 
the extreme instance of that dogged 
courage of the northern races which, 
united with intellectual energy, has 
enabled those more favored in their sur- 
roundings than these dwellers on arctic 
shores to develop into tho great people 
of the earth.

GENERAL RUGER T O RETIRE. 

The Old Soldt.r Will Reach the Age Limit j 
N< xt Friday. 

New York, March 80. — Major Gen 
eral Thomas H. Ruger, commanding the 
department of the east of the United 
States army, with headquarters on Gov 
ernor's island, retires from the active 
list of the army on Friday next, when 
he reaches the age limit of 64 years 
General Ruger was made a major gen 
eral Feb. 8, 1895, and succeerii d in his 
present command Major General Miles 1 2g 
when General Miles became command 
ing officer of the army. 

Though born in New York state, r\ 
Lima, Livingston county, April 2, 1S38, 
General Rnger was appointed to the 
Wist Point academy from Wisconsin 
He was graduated from West Point, 
July 1, 1854, and promoted in the army 
to brevet second lieutenant, corps of 
engineers. He resigned from tho army 
In 1S53 and practiced law at Janesville, 
Wis., until the breaking out the war, 
when he enlisted as lieutenant colonel 
of the Third Wisconsin volunteers. 

His meritorious services won one pro- 
motion after another, until in 1866, 
when he was mustered out of the vol 
an teen, it was with the rank of major- 
general. He w* then reappointed in 
the United States army, with the rank 
of colonel, Thirty-third infantry, July 
38, 1866. In the following March he 
was brevetted brigadier general, United 
States army. 

He was provisional governor of the 
state of Georgia from Jan. 13 to July 4, 
1868, subsequently being appointed tc 
the command of the department of the 
south. He was superintendent of the 
military academy, 1871-0, and com 
manded successively the departments ol 
the Missouri, Dakota and California 
He became a brigadier general March 
19, 1880.
